But yesterday the opproblium of 
Meiico; todaythntof Rome, this imbecile 
allows liiiflself to be dupeij by Bismarck, 
oiid he trnusfurins our glorious soldiers 
into sbirr,i of the Pope. Is not the cup of 
sbiune foil ? Sliall we deliver up to this 
clumsy adventurer (\nd his bund our con- 
science, our honour, and oar existence ; 
France is ruined, iiidnatry gone, work- 
shops shut up, misery at our doors. "tVe 
have to choose between dishonour and 
a^'ony under bis joke and the resumption 
of our destinies is in oar own bands. 
The second is worded thus : 
I'Vaiice does not belong to herself for 
the last fifteen years; she has lost all her 
libortiea. Her wealth is ."iquaQdercd, and 
the savings of a country lost;. She was 
once tho hope of all nations; she is now 
tlieir nighttiiaro. Her Govertiraent is a 
laughing stock for the nations of the 
earth. Her honour is imperilled; the 
glory of her arras quite tarnished. The 
Knipirti is fiuling in piece,?; and sliali wc 
allow ourselves to be buried beneatli its 
ruins 7 Up, citizens ! There are no 
passions too bad which the impure hands 
in which our destinies are placed aro not 
resolved lo foment in order to crush those 
who want to restore security, dignity and 
liberty to France. Let us have confi- 
dence ill each other; let ns go b«ck to the 
Ijreat natioiml path of honour and of lib- 
erty. It is on our doing so that the 
salvation of b>ance depends, 
i The third proclamation is not lees 
strong : 

People of Paris, sixteen years ago tliu 
republic was murdered during tho night. 
One man usiirptid the liberty of all of hm. 
Ho seized upon i'Vance and divided her 
among his accomplices. His caprices are 
tlic law; his heritations,, his reticences, 
his base cowardice, bis stupidities, arc 
peace or war. W'oll, tlicn, poO|)lo, what 
liave we gained by ttiisla^s of oiir.sclves ? 
Wo were piorn'sed wonlLli in exchange 
for liberty. Workingineii who a.sk for 
if rend, bus the empire enriched you ?■ In 
the great disasters of patronized enter- 
prises, what has becoiuo of the fortunes of 
citizens ? Wo were promised glory in 
exchange for dignity, yoldiere ! It is 
to raussucre tho L'liiiiese ii'id tho Cochin 
Chinese, it is to enslave the republic of 
Ale.xico, it is to become the soluiers of the 
Pope, and'it !^ to kill Garibaldi that you 
are tnado to wear uniform.

Whereas, all workingraen aro brothers. 
They aro bound one to the other. The 
closest alliance should e.xist between 
them ; they ought, for tho sake of the 
French people, to desire a populace revo- 
lution ; to take care that the middle cl'ss 
{bourgeoisie) shall not predominate ; for 
at this moment it is no longer a qiiestioH 
to establish a republican government like 
that of 1789 and 18-18. to see it over^ 
thrown by the ambitious. 

The rules and regulations which follow 
are twentjr-five in number. A rorolntiou- 
ary committee, consisting of eleven mem- 
bers, (ill workinginen, was formed on tho 
lltli of September last. The committee 
could bo changed at the will of the incin- 
bers cf ti.e fociety, but tho changu conld 
only be made in case of serious charges of 
misconduct. If the charge was proved 
the accused was to be tried in general 
convocation. An accused person would 
be permitted to defend himself, but if 
found guilty would undergo the ponoltv 
pronounced against him by his judges. 
Every member of tho society was called 
upon lo execute the sentence, whatever it 
might be pronounced by the Assembly 
ngainst the accused. Every member was 
obliged to make as many proselytes as 
possible, and otherwise to comply with 
the o.ci'Ts issupd ,'>v .llip,''^Mn,r.riii'.<<" 'A;.' 
iaterosl of /}/e common cause. Tne iiicni- 
bers of the committee were to meet once 
a week, on Wednepdayj and oftener if 
neccFsary. A fund was cslablishcd to 
meet tho expenses of the civil interments 
— that is, interments without any re- 
ligious ceremonial —and other contingen- 
cies ; tho contributions were lo be 
voluutary. Minutes of the proceed! ncrs 
at meetings of the committee or of the 
general pociety were lo be drawn up and 
rend at tho mooting immediately following 
Tte committee bound itself to take all the 
steps it might deem useful towards estab- 
lishing a continuous and direct correspon- 
dence with the principal seat of the 
rerolutionary committee in London. 
There were various other articles regulat 
ing the manner in which the students 
were to correspond with tho workinginen. 
The statutes wore signed by the six of the 
committee who bound themselves by oath 
to observe. them. 

Among the affiliated was a professor of 
chemistry, named Nnnqn'^t. Nanqnet, 
according to the Avocat ImperUI, gave 
to Ciiontaau, one of the coramiitoe, a re- 
ceipt for milking gun cotton, " and," ob- 
served the avocat, " ho, the man of 
science, the professor paid by the govern- 
gave that arm to Chonteau and Godichet, 
tho founders of the society, nnd he thinks 
all that very simple !" Nanqnet, it ap- 
pears, wrote a letter to .M. Victor Hugo, 
asking his advice as to whether he should 
bring up hs child a Jew, on tile ground 
that his family, also Jewish, would not 
Kive hiiu money if the son was not of their 
faith ; or whether he should allow him to 
grow up like himself — that is, neither Jew 
nor Christian. In the same letter ho 
binds himself by oath never to accejit 
emolument of any kind from the Imperial 
G,^TeruIne;it, which oath, by the way, he 
did not keep. * 

In the loiter he says :— As a socialist 
Republican, as an enemy to all political 
despotisms, and in ail constituted reli- 
gions, which in ray judgment are tliu 
despotism of stupidity, I have resolved lo 
perform while I live do religious act what- 
ever.

Capt llictlHriirt' report 
T/aH made in 18*51, and when ho wrote iimim 
what (avorubly ol New Wcatmiiistur he ra- 
forreU to its location os rogorded tho Colmij 
of Btitieb Columbia as it then exUed. Bo- 
fore uoioo the location of ttio Scat ot Oov- 
ornment at Now WejimiiiHtcr was tolerated ; 
but alter union it became, by reasdn 
of its isolation and remoteness from the 
seat of commeree and the head o( 
ocean Davigaiicii ( Vioiuria), iho worHi 
possible place that could have been se^ 
iecied for the concuntration of llio publlo 
offices, as reuults have long einco proved. 
Cilpt Rioliards' chari>o lliut the selection ol 
Is'tw Wosimlnster as a eiio fur a town was 
a'crolohot of Colonel Moody'a,' h pqnuliy 
ourreci. ^rcviou^ to tbo arrival ol the (-olonel 
in the Colony in iS/j'J, the seot of Govern- 
ncnt had been fiiod at Lani^ley, a poiut 17 
milos above the preA(Mit loeaiion uf New 
"Wostminsier, on the i'raser. To Lan^'ley pro- 
ctieded many pcreons, who 08inbli»litil Mioin- 
aelved thorn by conitruciiDg buildint;H and 
einbarking in buainees. Tbe^remoriti of the 
d^itiNo tbe Bite^'ii6\ilr|bee^rMv«^j/i<UI,f6w 



relied upon ' the public faith and booor' when 
they established ihemselyes at LtiDgley. 
New 'WestQiinster was literally boilt out of 

the ruins uf Linfiley ; but the f oople ol the 
lormor town ueiiher oflerod ' coiupeo-iutiou ' 
nor suggested that ' publio faiib and booor' 
pledged loibo Lanijlcyitcs, were 'outraged ' 
by the cbant^e. Aitempt to-day to bpply 
the same tale to Now VVestmiQalerand watoli 
-booest iodignatiou' well up. Tbe reriaoval of,; 
ike Capital from Lan^ley was a ' crotchet of 
Colonel Moody's.' It was understood and 
deonutieed as fueh at the limo, ju«t oh tho 
' crotchet ' of Guveroor Seymour iu retaining 
the seat of GoVi rnmeot at tbe same poiut in 
opposition to the uoiiQimous wiah of tho 
people of the entire Colony and bond« 
holders in Ljodon, is deDouDced Dotgr. Tbe 
aoitertion of Capt Richards n's to the intrioato 
ehurnoter cif the navijraiiou ia en irely con- 
sisteiii. When Cap! Itichurds left this coast 
in 1801 be had buoyed aod marked out the 
then cbanncl of tbe Eraser ihrot gb tbe 8and- 
Iici:d9, but tbe ohangin}; currents and Hhifiing 
Hands soon carried away tbe buoys aod reu- 
ilered \be maps and landmarks valueless. If 
any doubt be entertained upon this point we 
havo but to refer to the declrtrniion of Capt. 
SwanRon, Master ol ino H B Co.'a steacuer 
Enterprise, who in August, 186G, says : 

■ In the years 1859 aud 1860, l>beo New 
VVestminster ■ was esfiibirshe'd, and com- 
menced to imi)rnvB, the entrance to Frat^er 
Uiver was irniii iluctly buo\od and vfaa in- 
iriculo, narrow uud ui.eer'iiin, and in 
my opinion ii was not available for vessels 
drawing more than sixteen leer, and ooly 
witb the uBsiatance of steam power, without 
great risk. And i further certify that a por- 
tion of tho chiinnel between the Sand Heads 
and the Mouth of tbe Fruser River is con- 
t'tantly and gradually sbiftiog, so much so 
thai the buoys have liad to bo ehilted twice 
within tl.u la-t year. In corriihoratiou of 
I he above facl^, I have only to iissert, and 
can ca-ily provo. that a part of thn ohunne! 
sarvoyed by (Japtain Rielmrds — namely, be- 
tween tne ijiack spar Unny and rad buo^, of 
n d top fieaeon — is at ihe present time nearly 
dry lit low water, vhith plainly thows thi 
sliiji\n(i nature of ike tana t 
Pilot Til Tomb, about the same datei say; : 

" ! pi!o:eu H.MS Ttibuno safely into Praser 
River, and was on board when she struck 
iioint; "ui; her draught ol "vater— 10 loot 7 
ineijes — wii too great to allow her to be 
raken out ot the river with salety. There in 
ri-k ID t.ikiog a vessel of her draught either 
in!o or out of ibe Fiaser River. lo the 
aoiual ob'aDnM^by . which I tootc H.M.S.

In support of Capt. liichards' letter we 
iniybi lurihor produce tho declaration of 
("apt. Lewis {LI B. Company) and A. C. 
AndersoD, Etq. But tbe above will suffice. 
Wo refer our readers, however, to the reply 
ol tho Charnber of Cimmeroe of Victoria, 
V. 1., to Governor Seymour'a celebrated Hue 
de la Pais letter, to wbirh we are indebted 
lor the above. In part 2 of tbe Blue Book 
on Briti-h Cidnmbi.i, preaontcd to Parlia- 
rneni 1 2ib A u;;usi, Irin'J, pa;;o 14, Captain 
llichards, in a letter a JdresKod to Governor 
DooQiae, dated Bircb Bay, Gulf of Qeorgia; 
October 23rd, 1858, writes as follows : 

"There is yet another eauso which musi 
add to the iinporlanco ol E^quiinalt, in o 
maritime point ot view which is, that it is 
at the extremitij ns il we e &/ sailing nao- 
tgalion. AlthouuU the Gulf of Geur;;ifi and 
toe cUaonels leadin^r into il bave been nav- 
iitated by saihog vessels, yet the, disadvan- 
tages are obvious and very great and the \oai> 
I time incalculable. Tho general absence 
uf steady winiU arnoiii» Iho-ie channels the 
ureal stren;;ili and uneeriainty ol the tides, 
aod tho oxisit'iico of many hidden dangers 
could not fail lo be productive of conntant 
iiccidenis, and in a commercial point of 
vieio such a class of vessels: could -never 
answer."

Richards from the churgo ol liuviog 'lalhn 
under Boveie conflict between self-interest 
and iruib,' ot of having been wire-polled by 
\lr Fiaser into espressing an opinion pre- 
judicial to New WoHiininsier, sitico we find 
thai in 18)9 his opKii'jii with re^^ard 10 Ihe 
intricate ami daiigerom character of lb-; 
navi^utiOH was ine same us now. Again : 
Captain Kiciiards is ecjuully correol wlien ho 
describes the ' Capital' aa ' wooden hovels,'
